Physicians who have 
been corpulent, unQ. tnerelore have had 
the most favorable opportunities for 
study and experiment, have all reached 
the same conclusions—namely, that cor-

They also hold that one 
and very potential cause of the abnor- 
mal storage of fat is the lack of func- 
tional activity in certain important or- 
gans of the body, and particularly those 
concerned in freeing the system of waste 
products. 
In other words, when the 


system is choked up with waste less fat 
is consumed therein, and its accumula- 
tion is favored.—Boston Herald.

The Senator says he has prepared an 


amendment to the Constitution, which he 
will introduce at the next session of Con- 
gress, limiting the incumbent of the office 
to one term. The amendment will have 
no reference to the campaign of 1892 anc 
ita operations will look to the future nnc 
provide against the evil growing out o 
Presidential 
campaigns 
in the White 


House. 


Sena tor Stewart is right and his proposed 


amendment to the Constitution making the 
President ineligible for re-election should 
be adopted. To be President of theUnitec 
State), chosen by the electors or represent- 
atives of (orty-two States and sixty odd 
millions of people, is the highest political 
honor thut can be conferred on man. 
He 


can annul the acts of two Congresses dor 
ing his term of office by declining to ap- 
prove them, and be has the disposal of 
over one hundred thousand offices. Through 
the departments, custom honaee, postof- 
fices, revenue collectorabips and a thou 
sand and one other offices, he can almost 
insure the endorsement of his Administra- 
tion, however objectionable it may be to 
the masses, by State conventions, and can 
control ft third or more of the delegates in 
8 National convention. Instead of laying 
tbe political wires for a renomination, anc 
using the whole power of the Adminigtra 
tiou, as Mr. Harrison is said to be doing 
for that purpose, he shonld, as Senator 
Stewart says, give his undivided and un- 
biased services to the country, as he doubt- 
less would if he was debarred by the 
Constitution from being bis own successor 


A imUMMKtt NOT A PEDDLER. 


Fred Baker, a drummer, was selling 


goods in Iowa by sample. The goods were 
to be delivered from Minneapolis. He 
was arrested, fined and imprisoned for 
peddling without a license as provided by 
a city ordinance. He sued out B writ ol 
habeas corpus 
returnable 
before the 


District Judge, who decided that as tbe 
goods were not in tbe State when the sale 
was made. Baker was not peddling and the 
laws of the Unitecl,States provide that no 
lax shall be levied on ioter-State traffic, 
therefore the fine was wrongfully imposed. 


This decision is in accord with that 


the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and, though it is law, it does not seem to be 
justice. 
If a resident of Nevada sells 


goods in tbe town where he resides or in 
any part of tbe State, without a license to 
do so, he is liable to fine or imprisonment, 
bat if a resident of California or any other 
State does so he requires no license and is 
subject to no 
penalty. 
The resident 


merchant or peddler, who is taxed to sup- 
port the State, county and town govern 
ments, may be compelled under penalty to 
take out a license for what an itinerant 
vendor, who is here to-day and perhaps in 
Utah or California to-morrow and pays uo 
tax whatever, is permitted to do with im- 
punity. 


^PROGRESS Iff 
UTAH. 


The Salt Lake Herald, which has been 


the organ of the People's parly in Utah for 
many years, has been purchased by Gen- 
tiles, and will henceforth advocate liriao- 
cratio principles. Aa heretofore stated in 
these columns, the Gentiles of Utah ore 
dividing rn national issues, and the Mor- 
mons evince a disposition to do likewise, 
and tbe Democrats purchased the Herald 
to advocate their principles. B. 0. Cham- 
bers, Superintendent of tbe Ontario mine, 
and ex-United States Mamhal Dyer, are 
the principle owners of the new paper, the 
purchase price of which was $100,000. 
John T. Caine, Delegate to Congres*, R. 
W. Young, a graduate of West Point, and 
other prominent members of tbe People's 
party, have (alien stock with the Gentiles 
in tbe Kerala, and will amis! in the move- 
ment to organize on new political issues. 


In Ogden the Mormon Standard hns 


abandoned the People's party and advo- 
cates Republican principlea. The dissatis- 
faction at Liberal rale in Salt Lake and 
Ogden, which is nearly as bad as Tweedisin 
was in New York City years ago, was wide- 
spread among both Gentiles and Mormons, 
and caused the better element of both to 
revolt and organiz» under the banners of 
tbe national parlies.

After treatment in the smelter the silve 


bullion comes out in a form known as commer 
cial bars. They are generally large, oblong 
slabs of metal, weighing on the average 1000 
ounces. Of course other supplies to a limitec 
extent furnish'part of the bullion dealt in th 
New York market, such as the melting down 
of old silver or of foreign coin. But the bul 
of the supply, as already stated, is the produc 
of the smelting and reduction works _ of th 
country.

The silver product o 
the country, or at least ninty odd per cent of it 
passes through the hand of a few firms an 
banks of New York and San Francisco, whic 
possess the experience and facilities for handlin 
it, and which make a specialty of the business 
There are probably not a dozen establishment 
engaged in it to any extent, and three or fou 
houses, it may be confidentially stated, monop 
olize the greater portion of the trade.

is consigned by smelting and mining compani< 
to the bullion dealers or to the few bank 
which attend to this kind of business, who dis 
pose of it in the market, sell it to the Govern 
ment, ship it abioad or buy it themselves, an 
act as agents or the consignee for the principals 


Commercial bars averaging about 
looc 


ounces each are usually .999 fine—that is t 
say, transactions in them are made upon tha 
basis, and bullion shipped from the well know: 
smelters is accepted as of that fineness, whic 
coriesponds to the United States coinage stand 
ard. 
A certain number of bars are sent to th 


Assay Office and converted into United State 
assay bars, rather thin bricks of silver weighin 
200 ounces each, bearing the United State 
Assay Office stamp of weight and fineness 
These are in demand for commercial purposes 
silversmiths and others prefer them on accoun 
of the guarantee of fineness. Silver bullion 
shipped to Europe, however, is usually taken 
in the form of commercial bars. They ar 
simply carted to steamships and placed in th 
treasure-1 oom foi transport, 
it being ve 


unusual to pack silver bullion with the sarr. 
care that is bestowed upon its more preciou 
fellow, gold commercial bars also form the bull 
of the stock held at New York against whic' 
silver bullion certificates are issued. 
Th 


bullion held against these certificates is con 
sidered as 1000 fine, although it is the practic 
to transpose the figures, looo ounces of silve 
.999 fine being repiesented by 999 ounce 
looo fine. 


THE PRICE OF SILVER 


In the market represents the figures at which i 
can actually be sold, either for export or com 
mercial purposes, it being the selling quotation 
of leading bullion dealers. Until recently, o 
course, the price was fixed in New York b; 
parity, at current rates 01 exchange, with the 


in London. The London quotation itsel 


s made in the same way, the bullion marke 
:here being, in fact, the transactions and fig 
ures of a few houses and banks which make a 
specialty of such business, dependent, of course 
on rates of India exchange, the relative advan 
:age of shipping silver to the East in place 01 
remitting exchange, and the demand for coin 
age purposes from India, China, or European 
countries. It is to be observed that the Eng 
ish standard of fineness for silver is .925 fine 
so that American prices represent an allowance 
for this difference of .075 in fineness, as wel 
as for the rate of exchange, which may vary 
torn day to day,

When the man returned, 
Barnum gave him five bricks, and told 
him to place one in front of the museum, 
another on the corner of Vesey street, a 
third at the corner of Fulton—pi} the 8fc 
Paul's church side—and the fourth on 
the east corner of Fulton. Returning 
then to the museum, he was to take np 
the first brick and replace it with the 
fifth, and then ponftnne h}e rqu^cls, put- 
ting down one brick and taking up the 
other each time. 


He was enjoined to answer no ques- 


tions and to seem not to hear, and thjlt 
at tljo en4 Q* eacl) three-quarters of an 
hour ha was to pass into the museum, 
look around at the curiosities for fifteen 
minutes and then resume hja rounds 
with the bricks.

Importance of Breathing Properly. 
In all the various systems of physical 


culture now w vogue the greatest im- 
portance is attached to taking the breath 
properly. Tho breathing should be slow 
and deep, six breaths a minute being a 
safe average. There is still a difference 
of opinion in regard to the relative value 
of abdominal and. pfyest breathjpg, and 
each system hsis its advantages. One of 
the best exercises for increasing the ca- 
pacity of the lungs is to draw a full 
breath very slowly and through 
the 


nose, Jveep fho lungs inflated as long as 
possible, and then expel tho ai? suddenly 
through the mouth, and repeat the pro- 
cess. 


Care should bo taken not to try to 


make tho period of holding tbo breath 
too long at the start; the more gradually 
tho power of doing this is attained the 
better will be the permanent results. 
There are many breathing exercises, and 
one of the best is the taking of a deep 
breath and swinging the arms, first one, 
then the other, and finally both, while 
the breath is inhaled. Excessive prac- 
tice of any system should be avoided, 
and the golden rule of taking moderate 
and judicious exercise should be ob- 
served.—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 


An Outfit for Traveling.
